7 Author of the following Work, animated with a 
deſire of excelling in his profeſſion, and of executing the 
duties of his ſtaff employment with that degree of accuracy and 
preciſion neceſſary for conducting the movements of an army, 
in ſuch regularity and good order as is abſolutely requiſite for 
the good of the ſervice; and, as a thorough knowledge of the 
Roads, Towns, and even Villages of Note in the Kingdom, muſt 
be allowed the firſt eſſential towards the wiſhed-for accompliſh- 
ment, he has, for many years paſt, made it his principal ſtudy 
to attain that end. Herein he had ſo far ſucceeded even four- 
teen years ago, as to venture, through the perſuaſion of his 
friends, to lay before the public what he had originally compiled 
for his own amuſement and information in buſineſs. The ſucceſs 
attending that firſt Eſſay (notwithſtanding its many imperfections) 
and the reception it has been honoured with from a generous 
public, has encouraged the Author to perſevere in his favourite 
purſuir, ſparing neither pains nor expence in procuring ſuch 


| materials as would enable him to improve upon the ſubject, 


and further gratify their inclinations with a new Production, 
which he truſts will recommend itſelf to their attention and 
protection; not more from its utility than the novelty of the 
Plan upon which it is conducted, whereby it gains a great 
ſuperiority over every Work of the ſame nature ever 
preſented to the public, all of which abound with many 
and various inconveniences : in ſome are only given the old 
and now moſtly diſcontinued Roads, deſcribed by Ogilby 140 
years ago; in others the line of the Road only is delineated, 
without affording the leaſt idea of the circumjacent country, 
or deſcribing any of thoſe beantiful ſeats, and other remarkable 
objects which attract the Traveller's attention, and excite a 
curioſity he cannot get ſatisfied : ſome who have attempted to 
remedy the latter part of this inconvenience, often fail of 

a 2 ſucceſe, 
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ſucceſs, in letting a traveller paſs the object he would wiſh to 
enquire or look for, before he finds out, by peruſing remarks 
(perhaps in another page) that at ſuch a place he would have 
ſeen it to the right or to the left; but having now paſſed jt, may 
perhaps have no opportunity of ever ſeeing it again : ſome fill 
the pocket of the Traveller with a ſingle Road; and all are 
badly calculated to aſſiſt him in coming from any place, # 
which only the Road is given. 


The Author flattering himſelf he has remedied all the above 
inconveniences by the plan on which he has conducted this 
Work now moſt reſpectfully offered to the public, begs leave 
to give ſome ſhort account thereof, and apologize for intro- 
ducing into the literary world ſo great a novelty as that of 
reading wþward;, which however fingular it may appear at 
firſt view, will, on the ſmalleſt attention, be preſumes, be al- 
lowed an improvement particularly well adapted to this ſub- 
ject, as will be explained in its proper place. | 


In the following Work care has been taken to procure 
the moſt authentic Surveys of the principal Roads of Great 
Britain; theſe are elegantly engraved in 360 columns, 
each comprehending about 18 miles in length, and near 5g 
miles of the circumjacent country in width; and ſuch ſeats 
of the nobility and gentry as occur in that ſpace, are therein 
repreſented, with the name of the proprietor where room 
would admit, otherwiſe a reference is made uſe of, and the 
name put either at the bottom, or in ſome blank part of the 
opening where the reference is.—At the top of each page is 
a ſummary of that part of the Road given therein, which may 
ſerve the Traveller as a compendium, or ſhort account of the 
ſtages on the Road he propoſes to take. 5 | 


In fome inſtances a road takes ſuch a bend, as if continued 
in its proper direction, would carry the drawing out of the 
column; in this caſe the direction of the drawing is altered at 
the moſt convenient place, ſhewn by a ſtraight dotted line acroſs 
the column, and the quantity of ſuch bend aſcertained by the 
different directions of the compaſs on each fide of rhe line, 
as at Canterbury, p. 4, Petersfield, p. 32, Axminſter, p. 51, &c. 
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The leſſer Direct Roads, moſt of the Croſs nas and 
Roads of Scotland, are deſcribed in Letter-preſs, to prevent 
ſwetting the Work to too great a ſize; and contrived ſv as to 
be read upward;, in imitation of the engraved Roads, by which 
means we maintain aſimilarity throughout the whole, and gain this 
advantage ; that the Traveller and his Eye will be moving in 
the ſame direction, whereas, if he reads downwards, (in the uſual 
manner) while he is proceeding, ſtage by ſtage, towards any 
plage, he is reading, line by line, the contrary way ; for ex- 
ample, in the Road from London to Sheerneſs, p. 189, you 
are directed to Rocheſter as in p. 2, and from thence 44 to 
Rainham, 24 Newington Street, 1 Key Street, and ſo forth 
proceeding forwards on the Book, as well as on the Road. At 
the bottom of each page, where a Road begins, is put a di- 
reQing Hand, to remind the Traveller of this improvement. 


In returning from any place to that from whence the Road 
is given, you are neceſſarily liable to the inconvenience of 
reading the contrary way to that you travel ; but to remedy 
this as much as poſſible, the intermediate diſtances are placed 
oppolite tu the ſpaces betwixt the names, ſo as to be of equal 
uſe to the Traveller, whether coming from, or going to any 
particular place: thus for example, in p. 189, whether you are 
going to, or coming from Sheerneſs, it is equally plain that 
1x mile is the diſtance betwixt Sheerneſs and Blackſtakes, 
1 mile betwixt Blackſtakes and Queenborough, 3 betwixt 
Queenborough and King's Ferry, and fo forth. — This improve- 
ment will be found particularly uſeful in the Croſs Roads, as by 
means thereof (for example) the Road from Aſhbourn to Mans- 
held (ſee Vol. II. p. 31, Croſs Roads) ſerves alſo as the Road 
from Mansfield to Aſhbourn, from Aſhbourn to Matlock, from 
Mansfield to Matlock, from Matlock to Aſhbourn or Mansfield, 
and from either of them to each of the intermediate places; ſo 
that, in ſhort, from any place, either in the Direct or Croſs 
Roads , to any other in the ſame Road, you may eaſily aſcertain 
the intermediate diſtances; and, with a little attention, by help 


of the Indexes, conduct yourſelf through a variety of Roads, 


not to be numbered, 


The next improvement this Production has to boaſt of is, 


that the Roads in Letter-preſs, being confined to one column of 
each 
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each page, we had an opportunity of appropriating the other 
to the entertainment of the Traveller, by giving him, each in he 
their proper place, a deſcription of Seats, Caſtles, Parks, Anti- 
quities, Hiſtorical Anecdotes, Produce and Commerce of parti- pa. 
cular Places, together with directions for turning, or altering WF Th 
his courſe upon the Journey; and for finding the different Roads Wl Ve 
leading to his deſtination, either from the commencement of n. 
His route, or from particular places thereupon 3; each of thele 
Remarks being either directly, or nearly oppoſite to the place 
where the Traveller's attention is required, he runs no riſque 
of overlooking any part of them, which may tend either to his 
guidance or amuſement, 


At the commencement of the deſcription of each Road from 
London, is mentioned the Standard from whence the meaſure- 
ment is taken, which Standards, with their reſpeCtive diſtances 
from the Obeliſk in Fleet Street, are as follow, viz.

In a general Map of the Roads, given at the beginning 
of the firſt Volume, thoſe engraved in the following Work 
are diſtinguiſhed by a double line, and the figures refer 
to the pages in which they are reſpectively delineated; 
thoſe to the weſtward of the dotted line, in Vol. I. thoſe to the 
caſt ward, in Vol. II. and, in order to render the diſtinction of 
tlie 
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ke volumes ſtill more plain, that part of the Map which refers 
to the firſt, is marked VOL. I. and coloured Red; the other 
part, referring to the ſecond, VOL. 1I. and coloured Blue. 
Thus you will ſee, by the Map, that the Lichfield Road is in 
Vol. I. p. 151, and the Derby Road in Vol. II. p. 108, —This 
may ſerve as a General Index to the principal places upon the 
engraved Roads ; but as there are a vaſt number of other places 
on the ſame Roads, which the ſmallneſs of the Map could not 
poſſibly admit of, and a great variety of Roads, deſcribed in 
Letter-preſs, not at all repreſented in the Map, a general and 
copious Index to the whole is given, in three parts, viz. 


L An Index to the Dire& Roads from London to every City, 
Town, and conſiderable Village or Poſt Stage in England and 
Wales, including the Great Roads to Edinburgh, and interme- 
diate Stages thereupon. 


Il. An Index to the Croſs Roads of England and Wales. 
III. An Index to the Roads of Scotland. 


Theſe Indexes are ſo plain as to require no farther expla- 
nation than what is already given with each, in their reſpec- 
tive places; however, it may be neceſſary to obſerve, that in 
deſcribing a lefſer Road, branching from a greater, the laſt 
remarkable place on the great Road, or the ſpot from whence 
the leſſer turns off, is firſt given, with a reference to the page 
in which you will find the Road from its commencement ſo far 
as to that place; and afterwards the branch is continued, as 
for example: to find the Road from London to Southampton, 
the Index directs you to Vol. I. p. 44, where you find the Road 
from Alresford to that place, and are directed to look for the 
other part of the Road, viz. from London to Alresford in p. 39. 
So alſo in the Croſs Roads, if you want to find the Road from 
one place to another; ſuppoſe from Bath to Portſmouth, look 
for either of the names in the index to the Croſs Roads, and you 
will be directed to p. 37, where you find the Road from Rum- * 
ſey to Portſmouth, with directions to look for the preceding 
part, viz, from Bath to Rumſey, in p. 24. Theſe references 
are made uſe of to prevent numberleſs repetitions, with whick 
other wiſe a work of this kind would unayoidably abound,

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All references direct to the volume in which the reference 
is made, unleſs where the other volume is expreſsly mentioned ; 
and thoſe of the Croſs and Scotch Roads, are confined to the 
pages of their reſpective denominations, except where parti- 


cularly directed to Vol, I. or to Direct Roads of the Volume in 
which they ſtand. F 


Though the rates of travelling in England are generally fo 
well known as to require little comment, yet, for the benefit 
of ſtrangers, ſome degree of information on that head may n& 
turally be expected in a work of this kind; for which reaſon 
we beg leave to obſerve, that the hire of horſes and carriage: 
differ ſo much, from various circumſtances, as to prevent our 
furniſhing the Traveller with an exact account of the charget 
he may find every where made; ſtill, nevertheleſs, it is pre- 
ſumed, a Table of the Rates, uſually paid throughout the king. 
dom, may contribute to his ſatis faction, and, in ſome degree, 
prevent his being impoſed upon, as when they are deviated 
from, it will be eaſy for him to enquire, and find out whether 
the charge made is uſual and cuſtomary, or not.

The principal deviations from the foregoing Table is the | 

enſtom of charging one ſhilling per mile for a chaiſe and pair the 

firſt ſtage from London; at ſundry other places the like impoſi- 
tion is practiſed, particularly at Maidſtone, all along the Dover 
Road, and, in general, every where upon Crofs Roads ; the 
hire of carriages leſs in common uſe is ſtill more uncertain, 
being generally bargained for with rhe inn-keeper, who alls 

ſets the price upon a ſaddle-horfe in proportion to the length 

of your journey, or day's ride. 


Beſides the hire of your carriage, it is cuſtomary to give ſome- 
thing to the driver in caſe of good behaviour; and though this 
preſent may vary, according to the different diſpoſitions of the 
donors, yet it may not be amiſsto acquaint a'itranger totravelling, 
that in general the driver of a chaiſe and pair expects a ſhilling 
for each ſtage of 10 or 12 miles, and eighteen-pence for thoſe of 
greater length, befides ſome additional conſideration in caſe of 
carrying three perſons, travelling by night, long waiting, quick 
driving, or on ſundry other pretences which their ingenuity ig 
always ready enough to ſuggeſt. 


> Since this Work was begun, many Changes of Property and 
Alterations in Roads, muft undoubtedly have taken Place, ſome of 
which may have eſcaped Obervation ; and, as in Courſe of Time, 
further Changes and Alterations may naturally be expected, the Pro-
